Sydney, Australia, March 23.—A re­ 
cent riot at Sydney, in which some 
la,OOO soldiers were involved, can be 
called by no other name than “muti­ 
ny” in the official view of Senator 
Pearce, the minister for defense, who 
expresses 
his 
belief 
that 
trouble 
among the Australian 
recruits 
has j 
been inspired by “enemy gold and in­ 
fluence.” 
Newspapers in Sydney 
and 
else­ 
where, however, attribute the outbreak 
to long continued failure by the de­ 
fense department to see that war-time 
discipline is maintained at the training 
camps. 
(Some details of the riots at Sydney 
have already been learned through the 
arrival of steamships at San Francisco 
but the following elaborates and con­ 
firms previous advices.) 
The troops involved iii the mutiny 
were from the training camps at Ca­ 
sula and Liverpool, near 
this 
city. 
The trouble was due primarily to an 
order from the inspector general of 
the commonwealth forces, Major-Gen­ 
eral 
J. 
W. 
McCay, increasing the 
hours of weekly drill from thirty six 
to forty and one-half. This order was 
issued 
from 
headquarters 
at 
Mel­ 
bourne and was immediately received 
with poor grace by the recruits at the 
two big training camps. 
The order 
was to go into effect on the morning 
of February 14. On that morning 5,000 
men marched out of the Casula camp, 
which is about twenty-five miles from 
Sydney, on what they called a “strike.” 
It is assumed that the military guard 
at the camp was not strong enough to 
offer resistance. 
In any ease the Ca­ 
sula men marched to the nearby Liv­ 
erpool camp and induced about 10,000 
men to join in tile “strike.” Although 
a considerable number of recruits at 
both camps refused to join in the mu­ 
tinous proceedings, the leaders of the 
“strike” were followed by a big ma­ 
jority of all the recruits. 
The first trouble occurred 
in 
the 
town 
of 
Liverpool, 
where, 
before 
noon, large bodies 
of 
soldiers 
had 
wrecked two saloons, drunk much 
liquor and taken practical possession 
of the place. The trains running from 
Liverpool to Sydney were seized by 
the soldiers and they swarmed into 
Sydney during the rest of the day. 
The men at first contented themselves 
with parading in military formation, 
but later began to “rush” trolley cars, 
commit petty looting and frightening 
women aud children. By evening the 
situation had become serious for the 
majority of the men had become intox­ 
icated . The city police were called 
out to their maximum strength in both

Kansas City, Mo., March 23.—The 
w ar departm ent of the United States 
is having an order for 100,000 pounds 
of hardtack filled by a local biscuit 
company, which bas a branch factory 
in St. I^ouis, it was announced today. 
The hardtack, according to announce­ 
ment, is being sent 
to 
the 
United 
States troops who are taking part in 
the punitive expedition into Mexico. 
'rhe dough for this hardtack is pre­ 
pared by experts and only the best of 
flour is used. 
No salt enters into the 
process. 
After the dough is prepared 
it is cut into thin strips by machinery. 
These uniform strips 
are 
cut 
into 
squares. 
Huge ovens are fired to a 
tem perature of 500 degrees and into 
these ovens the squares are placed for 
fifteen m inutes . The hardtack then is 
removed from the oven and packed, 
according to government regulations. 
Eighteen crackers are placed in a car­ 
ton, which has 
parchmyone 
lining, 
rhe carton is covered 
with 
heavy 
wrapping paper and then put in a tin 
box, herm etically sealed. 
These tin 
boxes are strapped, m arked and sent 
to the United States soldiers in Mex­ 
ico. 
The work is being done under gov­ 
ernm ent supervision.

23.—The gov­ 
ernment's oldest scientific bureau— 
the coast and 
geodetic 
survey—will 
celebrate, April 5 and 6, the one hun­ 
dredth anniversary of the beginning 
of its field work. 
President Wilson, 
cabinet ministers and the country’s 
most eminent scientists will make ad­ 
dresses. A practical exhibition of the 
survey’s work will also be a leading 
feature. 
The 
survey 
was 
established 
by 
Thomas Jefferson in 1811 and a noted 
Swiss scientist, F. It. Massier, was its 
first 
superintendent. 
Massier 
was 
driven from his native country by the 
Swiss revolution and for a time after 
his arrival in the new republic was 
professor 
of 
mathemties 
at 
West 
Point. 
The story of his life was one 
of untiring quest for knowledge and 
indefatigable labors in its application. 
When 21 years of age, inco-operation 
with Tralles, one of the first mathe­ 
maticians of the day, he began a geo­ 
detic survey of Switzerland ,bearing 
the expense of the survey by himself 
at first until his work was recognized 
by the Helvetic government. 
It is an interesting coincidence that 
the introduction of the first geodetic 
survey 
in 
the 
ancient republic of 
Switzerland should be due to the sci­ 
entist who was to be the first to in­ 
troduce the accuracy and refinements 
of its methods in the first republic of 
the new world. 
Massier reached American shores in 
805 at the head of a colony of 120 
persons 
organized 
by 
himself and 
bree friends for settlement in South 
Carolina. 
Failure to receive any re­ 
turn for advances of funds for trans­ 
portation and purchase of lands put 
tint in financial straits and the scien- 
ist was reduced to great hardships. 
Two years later he accepted the place 
instructor at West Point. 
When in 1811 provision was made 
for instituting the coast and geodetic 
survey Massier was designated to pro- 
eed to London for the purchase of 
instruments.
